BATHROOM  CLOSETS 


In  many  homes  that  did  not  originally  have  "bathrooms 
one  of  the  smaller  "bedrooms  has  he  en  made  over  into  a  hathroom.  As 
this  space  is  often  larger  than  is  required  for  the  usual  fixtures, 
it  may  "be  practica"ble  to  convert  one  end  into  a  storage  closet.  Be- 
cause of  possi"ble  dampness  from  steam,  rising  from  tuhs  of  hot  water, 
the  door  should  close  tightly. 

A  suita'ble  space  at  the  "bottom,  of  such  a  closet  can  "be 
fitted  for  cleaning  materials  and  cloths.     In  some  houses  there  is  an 
opening  in  the  closet  into  a  chute  to  carry  soiled  clothes  to  the 
laundry.     Some  families  have  "built  in  drav/ers  similar  to  those  usually 
"built  into  a  "bureau.     Another  idea  is  to  have  a  wheeled  tray  with  all 
the  necessary  supplies  for  hathing  the  "ba"by.     When  the  "bathroom  is 
located  near  the  side  or  "back  porch,   some  families  have  used  the  closet 
for  the  men's  work  clothes, 
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
